The allowability resides in the overall structure of the device as recited in sole 
independent claim 1, and at least in part , because claim recites: "two flanges extending from a 
side of the strip" and "at least one tongue projecting from an internal side of each of the flanges 
and at least one lug projecting from an edge of each of the flanges". 

The aforementioned limitations in combination with all remaining limitations of the 
claim are believed to render the claim and all claims depending thereon patentable over the art of 
record. 
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US/4,669,535 to Seidler is believed to be the closest reference to the present invention, 
disclosed (Fig. 1-4) a stackable heatsink comprising: a strip (10, 1 1), at least one slot (16) 
defined in the strip (10, 1 1), at least one tongue (13) projecting from the strip (10, 1 1), so as to be 
accepted in the slot (16) of the another strip, but did not disclose that each strip is comprising 
two flanges and at least one tongue projecting from an internal side of each of the flanges and at 
least one lug projecting from an edge of each of the flanges as required by independent claim 1 
of the instant application.
